WASHINGTON. 


The Commercial Commission to South 
America—The Congo. 

Wasntxaros, D. C., Sept. 10.—[Special.]— 
The State Department today issued its instruc- 
tions to the Commercial Commission to South 
America, and it is expected now that the com- 
mission will arrive here about Sept. 20 and start 
for the South American countries as early as 
Oct. 1. Some ef the members of the com- 
mission will take their families. The instruc- 
tions are brief and simple, and are little more 
than a statement, in the prolix diplomatic way, 
of the text of the joint resolution by which the 
commission was created, The object of the 
commission is entirely commercial. It is in- 
structed to inquire into the resources’ of the 
countries to which it is a¢credited and to make 
suggestions as te the best means for extending 
trade relations. The report that Mr. Freling- 
buysen would take advantage of the commis- 
sion to renew, in his own peculiar way, the sug- 
gestion as toa eonterenee of the South and 
Central American nations is unfounded. The 
commission expects to return to this country 
80 as to submit its report to Congress before 
the close of the present Administration. 

Mr. Tisdel, our Commissioner to the Congo, 
has been spending some days at the State De- 
partment carefully studying all information in 
possession of the Government asto our com- 
mercial relations with Africa, and left Wash- 
ington this week. He will start at an early day 
for Europe to join the Congo Commission. He, 
too, expects to submit his report before March 
4. These two commissions represent all that 
Congress permitied to be done toward the ex- 
tension of our commercial relations. 


„The Curse of Guiteau.““ 

Wasnatsaton, D. C., Sept. 10.—| Special. }— 
The murder of Police-Officer Fowler yesterday 
by a negro rough in the chaingang has re- 
minded some superstitions people of the curse 
of Guiteau. Police-Officer Fowler was one ot 
the three mounted men who guarded the as- 
sasin’s van in its trips from the jail to the 
court-house throughout the trial. Guiteau, 
the night the verdict was brought in, in the 
dark eourt-room dimly lighted by candles, 
glaring like a wild beast, invoked a curse upon 
all who bad been connected with the trial. 
There have been a number of deaths of persons 


who were so conne@ted, including in their num- 
ber jurors, doctors, detectives, jailers, police- 
men, and attorneys. Within two weeks two 
covered by Guiteau’s @urse bave died—Dr. 
Woodward of the army, one of Garfleld’s sur- 
geons, and now Oilicer Fowler.

APPALLING DEVASTATION 


Immense Destruction of Property 
by Tornadoes in Minnesota 

: and Wisconsin. 

Three Persons Killed at Clear Lake, 
Wis., and the Town Nearly 

Wiped Out. 

Mills, Bridges, Dams, and Buildings Oar- 

ried Away by Floods— An Iowa 
Cyclone. 


' MINNESOTA. 
A LARGE AREA DEVASTATED. 

STILLWATER, Minn., Sept. 10.—[{Special.)— 
One of the most destructive tornadoes that 
ever visited this part of the State passed over 
the county immediately north of here Tuesday 
evening*about 5:30 o'clock, embracing in its 
course a belt about twelve miles in width. The 
track of the storm was from northwest to 
southeast, and swept trees, houses, barns, cat- 
tle, and borses almost out of sight. The suffer- 
ing and loss of property caused by this storm 
are very great, but owing to the vast extent of 
country over which it spread no reliable esti- 
mate can be made of the value of property de- 
stroyed. The principal towns thus far reported 
where the storm raged ih its great fury are 
Marine, Onoka, Scandia, and the farm region 
between these places and Stillwater. 

AN AFFLICTED FAMILY. 

A reporter of Tux Tribune visited Onoka at 
midnight, passing through the wreck made by 
the storm on the road between here and there. 
The lightning flashes revealed the débris of 
shattered buildings and uprooted trees. The 
first house entered was that of Bert Lord. 
Here were powerful evidences of the hurri- 
caue's work. On an improvised bed on the 
floor at one side of the room lay Mrs. Charles 
Brickett. On the floor at the opposit side was 
the servant-girl, Anna Peters. Mrs. Lord oc- 
cupied a lounge and Mr. Brickett was attend- 
ug to his injured 3-year-old boy. In an ad- 
joining room lay Mrs: Brickett's uncle, Peter 
Emerson, delirious and suffering greatly from 
several wounds. He will probably recover. 
Mr. Emerson with Mr. and Mrs. Brickett had 
moved their goods at 11 o'clock Monday night 
into a house across the road from Mr. Lord's. 
When the hurricane came all were staying 
within doors, Mr. Brickett standing at the west 
window watching the clouds, which, he says, 
rolled over and over and advanced rapidly with 
a roaring sound. When it struck the house 
the building moved steadily and slowly 
from its foundations, halted, and then 
tipped on a corner. The floor and 
walls parted company, and Mr. Brickett, 
wife, and baby slid through the opening to the 
ground. Thenext thing Mr. Brickett remem- 
bers he was six or eight rods from the late 
house with his wife under his arm, both writh- 
ing on the ground and struggling against the 
gale. Some distance ahead he saw the baby 
boy, and reached him only after a severe 
struggle. 

The testimony of all with whom the ‘reporter 
talked agrees that the wind was notin the aoc- 
cepted nature of a cyclone, but more like a 
hurricane or a tremendous wind from a very 
little south of west and pursuing a straight 
course. Investigation shows that as far as 
Onoka is concerned the destroyer entered the 
township near the southern line and affected 
most seriously a strip about five miles wide 
across the township and going in the direction 
of Morine. * 

HEAVY DAMAGE IN THE BLACKBIRD SETTLE- 
MENT. 

In the Blackbird settlement scarcely a dweil- 
ing was untouche@y the wind making pretty 
much aclean sweep. The log bouse of Mr. 
Péter Bebeau contained at the time of the 
blow|Mrs.oBebeau and her eight children. The 
dwelling was crushed in just as Mrs. Bebeau 
rushed to the door with her babe. The latter 
was snatched from ber arms and carried two 
rods. The other children were extricated, not 
dangerously hurt. Mrs. Lambert’s house was 
damaged. A Bebeau girl, 10 years old, had 
a jee broken. Another girl had a badly 
bruised leg, and all the children were more or 
less hurt. Mrs. Bebeau was hurt in the back 
and legs. Her crops and household goods are lost. 
Mr. Lambert was badly hurt in the hip. A 
hired boy, 14 years old, at the time of the wind 
was plowing and was hurt in the back and neck 
by flying missiles. He suffered from concussion 
of the brain. Lambert loses three barns, his 
outhouses and stacks are destroyed, and his 
dwelling injured. 

Frank Leplant’s house fel. 
was badly bruised. 

Two houses on the bank of Long Lake were 
blown into the water, and broken up, one be- 
ing owned by John Morrisey, and one by D. 
Black bird. 

Of Mr. Morrisey’s house not a vestige re- 
mained near the foundation. All his wheat 
stacks were scattered and his barn ruined. A 
farm hand, whose name was not learned, was 
Caught in tue falling house and sustained a 
broken leg. 

Mr. Blackbird's wife was also severely in- 
jured. 

The wreck at Narcisse Lavaque’s was almost 
complete, four stacks of wheat, the barn, and 
House being lost. Mrs. Lavaque was caught 
under the falling house, and, beside severai 
severe bruises, suffered a broken rib. In fact 
some person in almost every house was in- 
jured severely or sligatly. 


BUILDINGS AND CROPS DESTROYED. 

J. B. Brasseau’s house was wrecked. 

F. B. Briggs’ barn and contents were de- 
st royed. 

Peter Girard. a bachelor, had his house and 
granary wrecked. 

Jno, Lutz lost 800 bushels and John King 
1,400 bushels of thrashed wheat. 

J. B. Hatch lost twenty-five acres of oats and 
his large barn. 1 

The house of a German named Lick, near 
Lavaque's, was swept away. 

Oliver Peranton’s house was blown down and 
his outbuildings wrecked. 

George Walker's wheat stacks and barn were 
greatly damaged. 

John Lutz's house was destroyed and his out- 
buildings and wheat stacks ruined. 

Michael Pellican lost his barn and three 
wheat stacks. 

John Kunde’s barn was unroofed and his 
wheat stacks were dismantled. 

One of the schoo!houses in the north part of 
Soule’s settlement was unroofed and otherwise 
damaged. John Berkey, opposit Pellican’s, 
misses the entire upper story of his house. 

At the unoccupied place of Ed Brickett's the 
corn-crib was carried off and all the buildings 
damaged. * 

A horse of E. C. Judkin’s was picked up in 
the pasture and dashed to death, and great 
damage was done to buildings. 

James Hopkins and John Plaisted, living a 
short distance north of Ben Lord, suffered the 
loss of kitchen and outhouse. The latter had 
eight acres of beans pulled and stacked, which 

‘were blown out of sight. 

Leon Degreau’s place is a miserable wreck. 
Stacks of oats, wheat, and hay went with the 
‘wind and the house was crushed to pieces. 
No one was seriously hurt. 
| A. J. Soule's new barn was partly demol- 
ishea. Wheat-stacks were scattered, and some 
of his cattle were carried by the wind through 
a barbed-wire fence and severely out and dis- 
abled.

The “Welling of Isaac 
Lefevre was lifted the floor and 
after being carried close the ground for 
twenty-five feet was turned partly around and 
checked by coming in with a large

tree. The stove was ft e undisturbed 


in its accustomed place Of the kitchen floor. 
His barnes are a total wredk, and his wheat is 
ruined. 

Prescott Newman's bart was unroofed, the 
milk-house gutted, chimne¥s torn off, and poul- 
try killed. A large timber from one of the out- 
buildings was hurled endwise, and, strking the 
clapboards at the rear gable of the house, pen- 
etrated through the boards and into the chim- 
ney, and remains standing Out at a firm right 
angie with the wall. 

At the fine place of T. J. Withrow, four 
barns, one full of wheat aud bay, were wholly 
wrecked. The big barns also contained six 
horses, two of which were badly burt by fall- 
ing timbers. The hay and grain were scattered 
in every djrection. Severul other outbuildings 
were wrecked. 

Returning from Onoka, by daylight, the re- 
porter was able to note tracks of the storm that 
were not seen during the night ride. The point 
nearest to Stillwater w the work of the 
wind is seen is at Judson Smith's. Fences and 
dooryard trees are laid low. The fine barn of 
Isaac Scapies, at Maple Island Farm, suffered 
severely.

Judd & Veaseie at Ma- 
rine, lost from $15,000 to $20,000 worth of 
lumber, which was carried away and broken up 
by the hurricane. Both smokestacks on the 
mill were carried away. Much of the iumber 
was blown into the river.

The new Central Wisconsin Railroad bridge, 
four miles above Stil) water, suffered seriously. 
The storm struck the river at this point. One 
ofthe new spans was thrown in the river, 
broke 1, and twisted out of shape. 

Martin Mowers’ barns at Arcola were 
wrecked and a large amount of valuable ma- 
cbhinery in his machine-shop at that point de- 
stroyed. Numerous houses in that vicinity 
were wrecked and the grain on the farms scat- 
tered to the winds. In fact, all the stacked 
grain in the path of the storm is almost a total 
joss. A number of the railway employés at the 
new bridge were injured and teams and impie- 
ments scattered in all directions. 

The disaster will cause a great amount of 
suffering among those least able to bear it. 

REPORTED LOSSES OF LIFE. 

After striking the St. Croix River the tor- 
nado a southwesterly direction, passing 
over the towns of New Richmond and Star 
Prairie, creating the usual destruction in its 
path. At the latter place one woman is repérted 
killed and six miles west of Hudson one man 
was killed. The name of neither has been 
ascertained, A large number of minor injuries 
to men, women, and children are reported from 
the storm's path. It is thought very few lives 
were lost, although many persons were disabled 
for life. It will take some time to learn the 
full extent of damage to property. 

EFFECTS OF THE CYCLONE AT WHITE BEAR 
LAKE. : 

Waite Bear LAke, Minn., Sept. 10.—The 
cyclone struck White Bear Lake at about 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. It swept a track 
less than a mile anda balf wide. There was 
the usual funnel-shaped conformation of 
clouds, slightly green in color. Mes. Drake's 
fine large house to the west of Tom Brain's 
place suffered seriously. Most of the windows 
were blown in. Lehman's boatsbed was blown 
to pieces and the boards scattered over a ra- 
dius of four miles. An immense tree in J, C. 
Murray's yard was Dlown down. A large tree, 
three feet in diameter, came down on the kitch- 
eu tent of the Clavonian camp. Williams 
House pavilion was lifted bodily from its place 
on the margin of the lake and deposited in the 
front yard of the hotel. The trees in Rama- 
ley's park were wrested intwain. A number 
of trees in front of Gen. Sanborn’s cottage and 
Chateaugay Hotel were blown down. An im- 
mense tree in the yard of Mr. M. J. O' Connor 
was thrown down upon the roof of the house, 
where it now rests. Phe sheds of the Duluth 
Railway were demolished and a hundred trees 
blown across the track between White Bear 
Station and Dellwood. There were people 
who asserted that there had been two storms, 
one from the southwest and one from the 
northwest. They met at White Bear and 
clashed, after which came trouble. 

A NARROW ESCAPE. 

There were three sailing parties on the lake 
at the time. Two boate managed to land. Bill 
Stiles. boatman at the Leip House pier, was in 
charge of the boat which was caught. Sails 
were reefed, and the boat was headed to the 
hurricane, while every passenger lay down in 
the hold. The storm, which drove the water 
twenty-five feet in the air, filled the boat with 
water, but it did not capsize or sink, and the 
party bad a narrow escape. Every other boat 
in the lake went over and several sunk at their 
moorings. 


WISCONSIN. 
‘ WIDESPREAD DESTRUCTION. 

Hupsoxn, Wis., Sept. 10.—/[Special.}—The 
details of the terrific cyclone whieh swept 
over the northern part of St. Croix 
County and through the centre of Polk indi- 
cate that the devastation was great and wide- 
spread. It stepped into Wisconsin from the 
Minnesota side, nearly opposit Marine, carried 
away portions of the Wisconsin Central's new 
iron bridge now building across Lake St. Croix, 
and plowed a furrow two or three miles wide 
in a northerly direction over St. Croix County. 
The most serious traces are found in the 
towns of Star Prairie, Stanton, and Somerset, 
where grain stacks in large numbers are blown 
away, barns and houses unroofed, and other 
serious destruction wrought. 

VY LOSSES AT STAR PRAIRIE. 

In this county Star Prairie appears to have 
fared the worst, as nearly every building in the 
Village was more or less shaken, and fully a

CLEAR LAKE ALMOST WIPED OUT—THREE 
LOST. 

The storm is next heard from in its most 
disastrous form about thirty-five miles further 
north, at the little village of Clear Lake, on the 
North Wisconsin Road. This town was Almost 
literally wiped from the map by the furious 
gale. Hardly an unscathed house remains in 
the town. 

Three lives were lost during its fury—Mrs. 
Peleg Burdick, wife of the postmaster, and two 
young men in W. R. Ingalls’ store, by the 
names of William Cavanaugh and A. H. Sander- 
son. 

The death of Mrs. Burdick is especially sad. 
She was almost helpless and ber husband was 
assisting her from the shivering building when 
she was stricken dead at his side. 

People had no knowledge of young Sander- 
son's death until his body was found in the ruins 
while they were hing for Will Cavanaugh's 
remains. 

A little chlld was taken in the arms of the 
tempest and landed in the branches of a tree, 
but slightly injured. 

One large frame house was blown completely 
out of sight. Not one particle of the house or 
furniture could be found, though seareh for a 
mile was made in the track of the storm. The 
family had fortunately taken refuge in the 
cellar. 

FATAL INJURIES—BILL NYE’S LEG nok. 

Walter Briggs was also seriously injured, 
and two Sdandinavian children so seriously 
burt that they cannot survive. Bill Nye, the 
noted humorist, also had his left leg broken 
below the knee, while driving rapidly to escape 
the storm. The road was so thickly strewn 
with fallen trees that it was impossible to 
reach him with a team and he was obliged to 
lie upon the wet ground in the drenching rain 
for two long hours, until men could be sum- 
moned from Clear Lake to carry him in. He 
was brought to Hudson today and is now doing 
well, 

CHUSCHES AND STORES LEVELED. 

The sight in the village was indeed a sad 
one immediately after the storm. The follow- 
ing are among the buildings demolished or 
seriously wrecked: 

The Methodist, Congressional, and Swedish 
churches were all leveled. The post-office, 
Schulta's store, Luntz’s furniture warerooms, 
Dr. Goodwin's office, A. M. Brigs’ drug-store, 
W. R. Ingalis’ dry-goods store, and P. Bur- 
dick’s bicck and residence were destroyed. 
Charles L. C. Nelson's drug-store was blown 
entirely from its foundation and badly wrecked. 


Starkweather & Dean’s store had the front de- 
molished, while the St. Charles Hotel, owned 
by Charles Graves, was damaged veiy serious 
ly. Graves’ loss cannot be short of $2,000. 
Glover & Co.’s planing-mill was also unroofed, 
and every smokestack in town was leveled, and 
nearly every tree broken down. 

Jewett's Mills, a few miles out, suffered seri- 
ously, and three-fourths of their most valuable 
pine was mowed down, besides vast amounts 
of other timber near the village. 

The entire loss to Clear Lake cannot be less 
than $200,000, Ingalls’ being placed at fully 
$10,000. 

The village is yet badly demoralized, and it 
is not unlikely that many of the people will 
want assistance to help them out of their sad 
misfortune. 

DAMAGE AT CLAYTON. 

Report also comes that Clayton was badly 
shaken up by the same gaie and sustained 
heavy losses. This is the location of Hum- 
bird & Co.'s large milis, and their /umber-yard 
was seriously wrecked. The loss on grain and 
other property in this county (St. Croix) can- 
not fall short of $50,000, but this is trifling 
compared with the devastation throughout 
Polk. 

CLAYTON, Wis., Sept. 10.— Halt of the lighter 
structures in the village were blown down by 
the storm last night. The cyclone struck 
about 6 o'clock, doing nearly all the damage in 
fifteen minutes.

DISASTROUS FLOODS. 
IMMENSE DAMAGE IN THE CHIPPEWA VALLEY. 

CHIPPEWA FALLS, Wis., Sept. 10.— Special. 
Chippewa Falis is mourning tonight. We have 
a larger flood than in 1880. The Chippewa is 
twenty-three feet above low-water mark, and 
Duncan Creék is bigher than ever known be- 
fore. 

At noon today Schucknecht’s milldam on 
Duncan Creek went ot and carried Kehl’ 
flourtng-mill dam. It passed the Star mfjldam, 
doing no damage. It next came to Kehl’¢ plan- 
ing-mill dam and took it out, together with the 
mill, which swept down stream, carrying four 
bridges and Collins’ feed store, Fred 
Strumm’s agricultural warehouse, Stiles 
& Co.’s livery barn, the largest in 
tne city, down the creek. Whe the 
flood struck the livery barn of Stiles & Co. 
they were wholly unprepared and rescued but 
a few horses. When the barn went down there 
were twenty horses in it, All went out of the 
barn and were rescued except four. THe loss 
of Stiles & Co. will reach $10,000. Several 
smaller buildings were precipitated into the 
creek and went with the wreck. Thp State 
Lumber Company's jam boom at GraveljIsiand 
went to pieces, and this morning all logs therein 
went down stream, which is a heayy loss. 
Their mill is safe thus far. Heavy ns are 
reported on the headwaters, and it is feared 
we have not seen the worst. All buildings on 
River street are submerged and the occupants 
bave moved out. :

The Enterprise Distillery at Pekin, III., 
Wrecked and a Number of Lives 
Lost.

Several Persons Badly Injured— Bodies Recovered 
from the Ruins—-Cause of the Dise (C72 
. aster. 


PexkIN, III., Sept. 10.—[Special.]—A_ terrible 


accident occurred here this morning which oo 


casioned a considerable loss of life and prov- 
erty. Two cookers at the Enterprise Distillery, 
owned by Messrs. Spellman & Doheny, ex- 
ploded, tearing the building to pieces. Several 
huge wooden still tubs were thrown 200 feet 
from the building. The huge iron cookers were 
also thrown a long distance. The cause of the 
accident, as near as can be ascertained, was 
the fact that the steam-gage on the cookers 
failed to properly register the steam-pressure 
upon them. Atthetimeof the accident the 
steum- gage on the boilers showed seventy-five 
pounds pressure. 
“THE VICTIMS. 

The killed and injured are as follows: 

Andy Duffin was picked up 200 feet from the 
building with his skull crushed toa jelly. He 
leaves a wife and several children. 

T. H. Hieronymus, a Government Gager, 


was seriously and probably fatally injured by © 


falling timbers and brick. 

Chris Halter, the engineer, was scaled from 
his waist up and received serious internal in- 
juries. 

A number were slightly eut and bruised. 


Two men were on the third floor and fell 
through to the cellar, coming out with slight | 


bruises. 

A brother of Andy, the one killed, Alex. 
Dufiin of this city, and Ed Walsh, a miller of 
Peoria, are still buried in the ruins. 

There is no hope of their being taken vut 
alive. 

John Killeen, bookkeeper for the firm, was 
sunstruck while searching in the ruins for his 
roommate, Walsh. , Killeen’s condition is crit- 
ical. 

The loss to the firm, aside from loss of time, 
will be at least $20,000. This mili has-been in 
operation only three weeks. It will be rebuilt 
as soon as possible. A large gang of men are 
at work searching for the bodies. The weather 
has been so intolerably hot they could scarcely 
make any progress today. 

A Coroner's jury has been impaneled and the 
inquest will be held as soon as the other bodies 
are found. 

BODIES RECOVERED. 

LATER.—The bodies of Alex. Duffin and Ed 
Walsh have been recovered. Both were badly 
cut about the head. Walsh bad been terribly 
scalded.’ Waish'’s remains will be sent to Peo- 
ria for burial.

New Freight Tariff on Business to 
Points in the Middle and West- 
ern States. 


Cotton Rates from St. Louis New Tariff 
for Switching in Chicago Gen- 
eral Notes. 


Nothing Accomplished at the Indian- 
apolis Meeting. ä 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 10.— [Special. — 
The General Passenger Agents of lines in the 
territory bounded by the lakes, Ohio and Mis- 
souri Rivers, and Buffalo, Pittsburg, and Par- 
kersburg met here today for the purpose of 
taking stevs to restore rates, but it proved a 
failure. Eighteen lines were represented, but 
the Chicago & Alton and Onio & Mississippi, 
whose codperation was desirable and most es- 
sential, did not respond to the invitation to the 
meeting. O. P. Johnson of the Lake Shore 
presixied, A basis of agreement was proposed 
by E, A. Ford of the Pennsylvania lines west 
of Pittsburg, containing the following provis- 
ions in substance: 

Fitst—To restore rates to tariff at all points. 

Second——Not to sell, offer to sell, nor allow 
any agent or representative any ticket at less 
than tariff or agreed rate during the life of 
this agreement. 

Third—To employ none but salaried agents 
for procurement of business. 

Fourth—To pay no commissions or allow 
other consideration except money commission 
to regular agents for sale of their companies’ 
issues of tickets. 

Fifth—Not to solicit business at or from any 
purely local point on competing lines. 

Sixth—Not to issue any passes, tickets at re- 
duced rates, or check excess baggage to secure 
or influence business. 

Seventh—Not to permit any connecting line 
to place or sell tickets of its own issue or or- 
ders for tickets over its line, or employ sub- 
agents on commission at any point within our 
territory; any line violating this provision to 
be frozen out by united action. 

Eichth—The agreement to take effect Sept. 
15, and any line to give ten days’ notice ot 
withdrawal. 

Ninth—Any agent violating the agreement to 
forfeit 8100. 

Four roads opposed the fourth item, and H. 
M. Bronson of the Indiana, Bloomington & 
Western refused to consent to Nos. 6 and 7. 
Discussion showed that to expect unity of ac- 
tion was futiie, and the meeting ,. adjourned, 
after referring the agreement to the General 
Managers, with a recommendation that they 
call a meeting soon to consider and adopt it. 
Te opinion generally prevails that this will be 

one. 


Rates to Middle and Western States to 

Be Charged on a Mileage Basis. 

The Executive Committee of the Middle and 
Western States Freight Association met yes- 
terday at the Grand Pacific to prepare a new 
freight tariff on business to and from points in 
the Middie and Western States, to be submitted 
for action toageneral meeting of the asso- 
ciation today. There were present J. M. 
Osborn, Wabash; F. H. Kingsbury, Pittsburg, 
Cibcinnati & St. Louis; C. 8. White, Baltimore 
& Ohio; H. J. Page, Cincinnati, Indianapolis & 
Chicago; A. H. McLeod, Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton; George B. Reeve, 
Chicago & Grand Trunk; R. M. Frazer, 
Cincinnati, Wabash & Baltimore; G. G. 
Cochran. New York, Pennsylvania & Obio; C. 
L. Cole, Fort Wayne; W. 8. Weed, Lake Erie & 
Western; G. B. Spriggs, New York, Chicago & 
St, Louis; Alexander MacKay, Chicago & At- 
lantic; R. W. Geiger, Jeffersonville, Madison & 
Indianapolis; A. Patriarch, Flint & Pére Mar- 
quette; J. T. R. MacKay, Lake Shore. Mr. J. 
M. Osborn occumed the chair and Mr. J. T. R. 
MacKay acted as Secretary. The principal 
difficulty beretofore encountered by the roads 
in the Middie and Western States in maintain- 
ing uniform freight rates lay in the fact that 
nearly all the roads had different tariffs, and 
some of these made the rates from points east 
of Toledo, Cleveland, etc., to Eastern interior 
points less than the rates to the same points 
from Toledo, Cleveland, etc. To overcome 
the committee arranged a new dis- 
tance mileage tariff to all points. This 
tariff makes the rates for fifty miles about 1 
cent per mile and a correspondingly lower rate 
ob a larger mileage. For 700 miles the rate is 
to be about three-fourths of a cent per mile. 
This.tariff will be submitted to the general 
meeting today, and it is quite certain that it 
will be adopted, most of the roads being in 
favor of the arrangement. 


Cotton Rates for the Ensuing Year. 
At a recent meeting of the St. Louis East- 
bound Freight Committee the question of cot- 
ton rates for the ensuing season was consid- 
ered. After full deliberation it was the 
sense of the committee that judging 
from the past, particularly the experience 
of last year, when the St. Louis lines main- 
tained the ruling rate based on 72 cents from 
Memphis to New York, the Texas cotton was 
largely carried via the Gulf ports; and that 
when special arrangements were made to en- 
able the shipménts to be forwarded all rail 
the greater proportion of the cotton was car- 
ried around St. Louis, through Cairo and Han- 
nibal, thereby depriving the St. Louis lines of 
a share of the business. The high rates es- 
tablished enabled the lines from Memphis to 
cut rates and gave buyers an advantage to 
such an extent as to prohibit transportations 
on the St. Louis market. In order to pro- 
tect the interests of S8t. Louis and 
St. Louis lines it was found necessary 
to meet this competition and make reductions 
from time to time, until the rates were re- 
duced much below the cost of transportation. 
In the opinion of the committee it would be 
much wiserto commence this season with a 
rate of freight that will be maintained and not 
offer inducements for cutting. The following 
resolution was unanimously adopted: 

** Resolved, That it is the opinion of this com- 
mittee, based on the experience of past years, 
that it will be inexpedient to advance the rate 
from East St. Louis to New York, on com- 
pressed cotton, higher than 30 cents per 100 
pounds, and we would earnestly recommend 
that the Commissioner shali establish cotton 
rates from all points on this basis, taking ef- 
tect Sept. 15, 1884. We would also recommend 
that if possible tho rates be advanced Nov. 1. 
1884, to a basis of 35 cents.”’ 

New ORLEANS, La., Sept. 10.—[Special.]}— 
Considerable uneasiness is experienced in rail- 
road circles in regard to the cheap freight rates 
on cotton existing between Teras and Southern 
points and the east via Cairo. The railroad 
companies bere are unable to compete with the 
Northern roads, owing to the excess in charges 
for ocean freight. The rate per bale from 
Cairo, III., to Liverpool, England, by rail and 
steamship via New York is $2.50, whilst here 
the charges by steamship alone are from $2.65 
to $2.7 per bale. Another serious 
drawback to the commerce of the 
city is the high prices paid to 
According to the statements of 
parties interested in handling freight here, the 
laborer in New Orléans is paid higher wages 


‘than in any city in the world. According to 


the reports from several of the railroads the 
expense per car at Louis averages $1.13, 
Cineinnat 95 cents, Louisville 70 cents, Mem- 
phis 70 cents, Nashville 67 cents, Mobile 67 
cents, and Pensacola 71 cents, while here the 
expenses are $1.61. From the same sources it 
is ascertained that laborers at Cincinnati are

| $1.10, Evansville $1.25, and New Orleans $1.50. 


This excess in charges for labor, as well as the 
advanced rates of ocean freights over those of 
the Northern seaports, tends to divert trade 
from New Orleans.

Milwaukee Wants to Be Put on the 
Same Footing Regarding Freight 
Rates as Chicago. 

Henry C. Wicker, Freight Trafic Manager of 
the Chicago & Northwestern, and A. C. Bird, 
General Freight Agent of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul have just issued the following 
circular letter to the General Freight Agents of 
their various connecting roads in this city: 
“The undersigned have received from ‘the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Merchants’ As- 
sociation of Milwaukee, WIs., a communica- 
tion, representing that the trade and com- 
merce of that city are being deprived 
of the ‘benefits of natural advantages 
of geographical position, to which it is 
claimed Milwaukee is justly entitled, 
owing to the adoption of uniform rates of 
freight between Milwaukee and Chicago and 
points west and northwest, while it is aileged 
Chicago enjoys the advantages of lower rates 
of freight to and from many points in Indiana, 
Ohio, Michigan, Pennsylvania, and in the 
South and Southwest. It is desired that some 
pian be devised to overcome such inequalities, 
and we have been requested to appoint a meet- 
ing for a conference between the representa- 
tives of the roads interested and those of the 
Chamber of Commerce and Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of Milwaukee to consider in all its 
bearings the subject of rates to and from Mil- 
waukee and Chicago and all points north. east, 
south, and west. To that end you are respect- 
fully invited to attend a meeting to be held in 
the directors’ room of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in the City of Milwaukee at 11 o’clock 
Monday, Sept. 22, 1884, and you are requested 
to notify us if you will be present in person or 
by proxy to participate in the deliberations of 
such meeting.“ 


Notes from the Forthcoming Annual 
Report of the Northern Pacific. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 10.—[Special. |— 
The annual report of the Northern Pacific Rai)- 
road is partly written and has been considered 
by the directors. It is a short and business- 
like document which explains the actual con- 
dition of the company’s affairs. According to 
the document the road is in excellent condi- 
tion and the promise for the future is bright. 
Work on the Cascade Division is progressing 
rapidly, and at the end of the year it is ex- 
pected that seventy-one miles of road 
will remain to be built to finish the 
road to Puget’s Sound. As to this year, 
the report shows that the business has 
fully met the expectations of the most sanguine 
friends of the road. The pet earnings are fully 
up to the estimates, and the report shows a 
surplus of upwards of $1,000,000 after paying 
all charges. This really belongs to the pre- 
ferred stockholders, who are entitled to all 
earnings after the interest cbarges are paid, 
but it was thought wise by the board to keep 
the money on hand. The land sales reported 
for the year amount to $2,400,000, nearly 
one-half of which is applicable to the 
retirement of the preferred stock. The 
lease of the Oregon Railwgy & Navigation Com- 
pany is not recommended, as that company de- 
mands too heavy a guarantee from the North- 
ern Pacific, and President Harris and a number 
of the officials of the Western Pace Company 
have made a thorough examinatio&i of the Ore- 
gon Company's property this summer. The 
Northern Pacific people estimated the value of 
that property at about $25,000,000, while the 
Bostonians who own the Oregon Company 
claim it to be worth a little less than $40,000,- 
000. There are no fears that the Union Pacific 
will get hold of the Oregon Company, us the 
company cannot be leased on account of an 
injunction, It is rumored that the Oregon 


& Transcontinental will ask for representation 


in the Board of Directors of the Northern Pa- 
cific at the annual election next week.

BRUTAL OFFICIALS. 


A Louisville Lawyer Killed by Hospi- 
tal Attendants—A Convict Beaten to 
Death by Guards. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 10.—[Special.]—The 
Hon. Evans D. Allnutt died last night at the 
Anchorage Lunatic Asylum, and with his 
death comes the story of a revolting crime. 
It is charged that Mr. Allnutt was murdered by 
two attendants named MeClauahan and Ballard, 
who were discharged from the institution six or 
seven weeks ago. The specific charge is that 
Allnutt took umbrage at a supposed insult of- 
fered him by the attendants, and in his excite- 
ment was knocked upon the floor and 
kicked in the side til a number 
of bis ribs were broken. The remains 
of the dead man were brought to 
town this morning and a post-mortem. held by 
the Coroner. When the body was stripped a 
large black bruise, covering nearly the whole 
of the body from the first rib down, was discov- 
ered. The flesh was badly bruised and showed 
every evidence of violence. The poor sufferer, 
prier to his death, bad been compelled to lie in 
one position on his back, owing to the injuries, 
and hig body was covered with bed sores. Upon 
further examination it was found that three 
ribs bad been fractured on each side, 
One rib was fractured in two places, the frag- 
ments projecting into the lungs. The lunge 
were ¢xamined and presented an appearance 
of serious lujury from the fractured and 
splintered ribs. There was unmistakable evi- 
dence of pleurisy and pneumonia caused from 
the injury. It isthe opinion of the Coruner 
and of Dr. Ed Miller that death ensued from 
the above injuries and exhaustion caused

THE PRESIDENTS ADDRESS. 

The address of the President, C. K. Drew of 
Evansvilie, Ind., followed, receiving close at- 
tention and at its:conclusion liberal applause.

FACTS AND FIGURES. 

At the afternoon ‘session J. B. Bennett, 
Commissioner for Indian, read a paper entitled: 
„ Half-Hour on Insurance Topics.” The 
business of fre insurance now covered risks 
to the extent of $11,000,000,000, On prop 
erty valued at $15,000,000,000. At present the 
annual premiums amounted to one-fifth 
of the revenue of the United States. 
The yearly premiums were $87,000,000 ana the 
annual loss by tires was $120,000,000, the fires 
being 137 per cent of the premiums collected. 
In 1883 the labor devoted to the business cost 
$17,500,000. The $87,000,000 premiums in the 
aggregate seogured no profit whatever to the 
capital invested, and all the work was accom-, 
plished at $750,000—an actual net loss. 

A well-organized system of inspection under 
practical control, with local laws and moral 
support to make it effective, could reduce the 
burningtime fully 25 per cent. 

One-half the property burned in this coun- 
try was owing to external hazard. Instead of 
regarding the external hazard as a crime 
against all humanity, in America we were so 
engrossed in money-getting as to be uncon 
cerned about measures for security.

SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION. 


In the evening the engineers met with the 
underwriters to hear a lecture on ‘* Sponta- 
neous Combustion by Mr. John M. Ordway 
of Boston. The lecturer began by showing the 
various methods of obtaining fire from the an- 
tiquated tinder-box up to the esthetic only- 
light-on-the-box maten of this advanced age. 
He then went on to say that the most common 
cases of spontaneous combustioh were attrib- 
utable to the great usage of animal and vege- 
table oils. These were used with all kinds of 
things, and often lay around with materiais very 
well adapted to lie low until, by their united 
efforts, they loomed up in the shape of fire. 
There was rally no safety against fire with 
any oils, although mineral oils were not 30 
prone to combustion as the others. The action 
of air, when it had free access to any cotton 
or similar substance permeated with oil, was a 
preventive of spontaneous combustion, pro- 
vided the air could get at it freely so as to 
ventilate it thoroughly. Saw-dust and oil 
were also liable to combustion. Spontane- 
ous combustion from essential oils 
was not impossible, but no case 
of such had ever come under the 
speaker's notice. Black silks, owimg to a 
certain substance with which they were 
weighted, were liable to spontaneous com- 
bustion, and hence their almost always being 
packed in shallow boxes. Aniline black used 
in cotton was dangerous, as were also the ~ 
terials for making fireworks when mixed to- 
gether. Nitro-glycerine when in a liquid state 
was inclined towards spontaneous combustion. 
Coal was dangerous, especially British and 
that of Cape Breton. The lecturer gave an dc- 
count of the many ships that had been known 
to burn up owing to the coal on board causing 
spontaneous combustion, He went on to say 
that in many cases where eteam was accused 
of having set fire to places it was not the heat 
of the steam-pipes but the friction caused by 
their vibrating against wood, which, rendered 
exceedingly dry by the heat of the steam, very 
speedily caught fire. ö

AMERICAN SOIENTISTS. 


Yesterday’s Proceedings of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 

PHILADELPHIA, Fa., Sept. 10.—(|Special.]— 
The last general meeting of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancemeut of Science will 
be held tomorrow, and the scientists will de- 
vote the last two days of the week to excur- 
sious and picnics of an unscientific nature. 
The morning session today was enlivened by a 
warm debate about Pror. Cope Whitehouse, the 
gentleman who insists that the persons who 
buht the pyramids began at the top. His 
lecture in the Academy had been announced 
to follow immediately after the session, and 
had spent some portion of the early 
morning posting dodgers in convenient nooks 
where the scientists could see them. The 
Committee on program denounced him from the 
plattorm as an intruder, and his defense of his 
own persistence in delivering his lecture 
caused some excitement. [resident I esiey was 
agaih sick and absent from the session, Prof. 
Cope the retore occupied the chair. Fifty 
scientists were elected fellows of the associa- 
tion. Prof. Cope called attention to the tact 
that the gentlemen chosen bad all done consid- 
erable for the advancement of science, and that 
to be made a feliow was as bigh an honor 
as could be . conferred. Two citizens 
of Toronto, Can., sent a communica- 
tion asking the association to seiect that 
locality tor their meeting in 1886. The Secre- 
tary remarked that every city in the country 
would probably send in its petition, and Chi- 
cago ih particular would make strong claims. 
The matter was referred to a standing com- 
mittee. 

A paper by Prof. Barrett of London reiat- 
ing to The Thought Transference,’’ awakened 
great interest, and several scientists spoke in 
favor of forming an American branch of the 
London Sbdciety of Psychical Research. A 
meet ing to eonsider the question will be held 


tomorrow, at which Prof. Barrett will 
make an ‘address outlining ‘the work 
of his society and recommending the 


branch. The contemplated movement, which 
willtoaslhght extent amaigamate the Ameri- 
can and British Associations, is also being 
greatly agitkted. The argument, however, is 
advanced by the British members it 
would be unfair for the organizationsto meet 
on anequal footing. They make the state- 
ment that the American body is not nearly so 
select as the British. “The fact that they 
have the same names.“ said one, leads many 
to suppose that they are the same sort of 
thing, whereas the truth is that they 
differ; The British Association takes rank 
with the American Academy of Sciences, which 
is a body much higher, scientifically, than the 
American Association. The latter is of course 
a most admirable society, but it is too liberal 
in the graut of membership. As a matter 
of fact, a man doesn't nave to bea true ecien- 
tist td belong to it, as is the case with the Brit- 
ish Association. Oneof the unfortunate re- 
sults is the great number of cranks that the 
American Association bas in it ita precincts. 
They are elected bagtily and without sufficient 
inquiry. Sooner or later the association finds 
out what they are, but it is of course too iste, 
and nothing can be done. Their fellow mem- 
bers have to grin and bear them.”

GIVES ITS NEW 
VENTURE A HEARTY SEND-OFF. 

The first “Dairy Day ot the Produce Ex- 
change of the City of Chicago was held yester- 
day at its rooms, corner ot Lake and Clark 
streets. There was a very large attendance of 
members and dairymen of the Northwest. The 
complete success of this attempt will make the 
Dairy Day hereafter a permanent feature 
of the exchange. The heat of the weather 
would not permit the exhibition of samples. 
The rooms were opened at 1 o'clock, and an 
hour was devoted to social chat and the form- 


ing of new acquaintances. At 2 o'clock the 
exchange was calied to order and the opening 


‘exercises began. 


Col. Watts, President of the exchange, said 
the hour had arrived for the inauguration of 
their regular Dairy Day,.“ and he welcomed 
them with the hope that this initial movement 
might be the beginning ot a new era in the prod- 
uce trade of the- eity. The growth of the 
dairy interests of the city had been marvelous. 
During the last decade the entire interest has 
been revolutionized, and its progress continu- 
ous, still finding conditions to improve. The 
trade bad left its old channels, and new meth- 
ods must be devised to meet the new condi- 
tions. As a sequence to these facts they had 
inaugurated their Dairy Day.” If they did 
not take hold and mature this project others 
were ready to do so. Therefore, they ushered 
in Dairy Day.“ but not without the usual and 
expected opposition. They hoped to succeed 
in overcoming this. They did not mean to 
trench upon the rights, privileges, or immuni- 


ties of any man or set of men; on the 
‘contrary, they would simplify the 
work of § the trade, facilitate the 


intercd@rse of buyer and seller, and take a long 
step in the line of progress by bringing the 
producer and consumer together. They had 
selected and set apart Wednesday of each week 
foracal! for the sale of dairy products. To 
this call, under purely nominal restrictions, 
they had invited allananufacturers and dealers 
to meet with them and witness for themselves 
the workings of the exchange. They intended 
that every transaction, sale, inspection, price, 
and terms should be a matter of record. Every 
deal should be open and above board and sub- 
ject to the scrutiny of any one interested, so 
that whether present or absent the owner of 
goods sold might rely upon having a perpetual 
record of the sales, to be consulted at his own 
convenience. This would bea new departure 
in the produce trade and would increase confi- 
dence. Exchanges somewhat similar had been 
established at several interior dairy centres. 
They bad been successful in organizing for the 
benefit of the neicgbborbood, and if this was 
true, what might Chicago expect? 

Other remarks were made by Phil Alexander, 
Col. Robert M. Littler, and the Secretary.

A POEM’'S AUTHORSHIP. 
HOW MRS. WHITNEY'S VERSES WERE CREDITED 
TO ANOTHER WOMAN. 

A correspondent has directed attention to the 
recent publication in the Record and Appeal of 
a poem entitled A Question,” of which the 
authorship is attributed to Mrs. Ellen Soule 
Carhart of Evanston. Mrs. Carhart has on two 
occasions been publicly credited with writing 
the poem, through the carelesness of the edi- 
tors of two amateur magazines, but the real 
author is Mrs. A. D. T. Whitney, who originally 
published the verses with the title Larvae.”

The articie 
closed with a quotation of the poem named 
Larvae,” to which she referred in the follow- 
ing woras: “The impress of suffering is on 
her face, and also the calmness of parience— 
that ‘patience ot which che sings in Larvae,’ 


that lovely ‘ incident of chiid-life.” The 
verses followed directly after these words, 
but Mrs. Harbert, the editor of the 


Herald, mistaking them for Mrs. Carhart's 
own composition, gratuitously entitied the 
poem A Question,’’ and inserted it on another 


corrected in the very next issue of the Herald, 
ot which a copy was sent to all who had re- 
ceived the previous issue. 

No further mistake occurred after that un- 
til Mrs. Van Benschoten of Evanston published 
the poem in the Record and Appeal a few days 
ago. Copymg it from the Carnival Herald, and 
being entirely unaware of the mistake, she 
again gave it forth to the public as Mrs. Car- 
hart’s composition. Mrs. Carhart was excess- 
ively annoyed at the republication of the poem 
under her name, and has received Mrs. Van 
Henschoten's assurance that the mistake will 
be rectified in the next issue of ber paper.

A LEANING TOWER. 
MOW THE NEW BOARD OF TRADE TOWER FOOLS 
THE EYE. 

A report has gained considerable currency 
that the tower on the new Board of Trade 
Building showed a decided deflection to the 
south, so marked as to be easily discernible to 
the haked eye. It has also been said that the 
variation was caused by the weakness of the 
foundations. An observation of the tower was 
taken yesterday from various points of 
view, and it seems evident that the report 
has grown out of an optical illusion, which 
the great hight of the structure readily al- 
lows. For instance, a pewon standing on 
the south side of Jackson street, at 
its junction with State, and looking 
at the tower, will at once pronounce in favor of 
the rumors mentioned, for the eye receives the 
impression that there is a decided leaning to- 
ward the south. Crossing over to the north 
side of the same street. however, the observer 
then finds the tower apparentiy leaning to the 
north. Two views down La Salle street from 
Madison, taken from the southeast and soutb- 
west corners, give still other apparent detlec- 
tions; in the first position the tower seems in- 
clined to the east, and in the latter toward the 
west. 

W. W. Boyington, the architect of the build- 
ing, said there was nothing whatever in the 
story that the tower was not plumb. It orig- 
inally had leaned to the north because 
that side had been built up first, but the 
calculations had been made so exactly that 
the settling when the south side had been 
erpeted brought the edifice into almost exact 
plumb. The variation was certainly too slicht 
to be worth mennoning, and if it existed it was 
in favor of the north side. Any impression 
that there bad u a deflection because of the 
alleged weakness of the foundations was of 
necessity erroneous, for the tower was entirely 
independent of the outer walls for its support, 
ak is also the roof. No structure in the coun- 
try is built in so independent a manner as this. 
The roof is 80 supported that the walls might 
tall and it would still remain intact; and the 
tower also nas supports independent of 
the walls. Mr. Boyington assured the reporter 
that all the calculations had thus far proved 
satisfactory. 


TIRED OF WEDLOCE. 
MR. SCHOCK AND MRS. SKINNER WISH TO BE 
FREE.

WANTS SATISFACTION. 

A QUEER EXAMPLE OF PULLMAN JUSTICE. 

A suit founded on rather novel circum- 
stances was begun yesterday in the Superior 
Court by James Wade, an expressman, against 
the Pullman Palace-Car Company, the Allen 
Paper Car-Wheel Company, and others to re- 
cover damages for an alleged flagrant assump- 
tion of power. A few days ago Wade took a 
load of goods to Pullman, where a passing 
train frightened his horse and caused it to 
hack into a patch of greensward. J. L. Woods, 
the superintendent of the Allen Company, 
the upon rusbed out of his office and informed 
Wade he was under arrest fo? driving on the 
grass. Wade drove off, but before he had gone 
over a mile he was overtaken by two Pullman 
policemen, who arrested him and carried bim 
back lu triutn pb. He was takeu before E. W. 
Henricks, the Pullman Company's agent, who, 
though not a Police Justice, fined him $5. 
Wade was unable to pay the fine and was or- 
dered off to jail, but as he was taken away 
Henricks asked him bow much money 
he had. He counted up his small stock 
of lucre, and found it aggregated just 
$1.05. After some haggling Wade was made 
to pay $1 cash and give his note at thirty days 
for 33. He subsequently ascertained that Hen- 
necks had no power to impose a fine, and re- 
tused to pay the note, but he was sued and 
judgment obtained against him, with $4 costs. 
Hie now takes his revenge by suing the above 
companies and all the parties who participated 
in the arrest, claiming $5,000 damages.

The local money market furnished very little 
in the way of incident yesterday, business be- 
ing confined to the mest ordinary transactions. 
The movement of eurrency to the country 
showed some activity early in the week, but it 
was of small proportions yesterday. Some of 
the couutry bankers complain that on their 
visits to this city the local bankers bave given 
them discouraging pictures of the condition of 
trade, and that this has an adverse effecton the 
business of their localities. The trouble would 
seem to be that financial folks from the country, 
finding things a littie slow in their own field, 
seek the city in order to get encouragement, 
and perbaps expecting to hear some boom talk. 
That is the weakness of the American busi- 
ness-man; be has a constant yearning for a 
boom. If the talk about business in this city 
is thought to be depressing, it should be com- 
pared with the reports trom the Eastern towns. 
Trade is certainly much more lively here than 
there. There is a fair volume of transactions 
in Chicago, and there is every reason to have 
confidence in the solvency of the traders. 
That is about all that can be said, and all that 
could be expected under the circumstances. 
There is no use in talking boom till the boom 
comes. As for the course of the Chicago banks 
toward their country correspondents everv- 
body admits that it has been liberal, but the 
Chicago banks cannot of themselves make 
trade lively. 

A fair business was done in investment se- 
curities yesterday. Sales of Government bonds 
bave been a feature of the trade of late, but 
they have been well taken, and they were 
stronger at the close yesterday.

A letter from the largest importing house in 


Paris, received by a firm here, says the French 
heat crop is good enough both in quality and 
quantity to satisfy all home wants with the as- 
sistance of a little wheat from Australia and Call- 
fornia. The trade is very flat there, and American 
wheat does not seem to be wanted. 

A year ago we had frost on corn. Now it is so 
hot as to raise fears of the destruction of large 
quantities of feed, and the retardation of fall plow- 
ing to so late a date as to make the area much less 
than it would be with a favorable season. 

Mr. Werst said yesterday in answer to a ques- 
tion that the corn crop is not much more forward 
than the average for this date, though a good deal 
earlier than a year ago. Most of it is well out of the 
way of frost, at least enough to give a good crop even 
if frost should occur this week. There is a good 
deal of corn on the northern line of the belt that is 
yet soft, but will be hardened with afew more 
days of such weather as we have had recently. 

No. l wheat (regular) in Duluth was yesterday 
quoted at 73c, with No. 2 about 70c, and lake 
freights to Buffalo only Me higher than from Chi- 
cago. These prices do not argue in favor of a very 
brisk export demand here. 

Rejected spring wheat and rejected corn both 
sold yesterday at 50e in this market. If we regard 
the low grade, then we may say that wheat and corn 
are already selling at the same price. 

A magnificent sample of corn from Kansas was 
exhibited on Change yesterday. The grower says 
he has 260 acres of it, and that it will average 60 bu 
to the acre. It is already past injury from frost,
